Danville News: Dr. John Lapsley 
McKee, eminently distinguished by a 
long life time of work In tlie Presby- 
terian ministry and the educational 
field, died last Friday morning after a 
severe illness beginning last Monday, 
the 19th. 

Dr. McKee was born in Lancaster, 
on Feb. IT, 1S2T, where he continued 
to reside during the period of'cliild- 
hood and youth. 

He received his odiication in Centre 
College, graduating with the elass of 
lS4it, and alLorwards attended tlie 
Trinceton Tlieulo^Mcal Seminary and 
also the Dativille Theologieal Semina- 
ry, completing his course in isV.. Dur- 
ing the latter two years he was also 
the principal of tlie Centre College 
preparatory. In l^^oti Dr. McKee was 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry 
by the Presbytery of Transylvania, 
and entered upon his work in' the 
churdMS atOolumbia and Bbeneser, 
Ky., with which he was connected un- 
til 1859. He also spent a portion of 
this year in Keokuk, Iowa, where he 
had charge of a church, but during 
the same year returned to Kentucky 
and took charge of the Chesnut Street 
church in Louisville, now the Warren 
Memorial, with wliiclihe was connect- 
ed in a pastoral capacity until ISTO. 

During the following two years, Dr, 
McKee was pastor o? the Pewee Val- 
ley church, aa;! returned to DanvUle 
to take dkaigeftf the Second Prertiyte- 
riao dinicli, and assuaw the duties of 
Vioe-iPnddentof Dentre College, to 
whidi he had been elected in 1872. He 
carried on his pastoral and educational 
work jointly for several years, but 
finally retired from the active mir.is- 
try, to devote his entire time t'j edu- 
cational and evangelistic wcik. 

Dr. McKee's greatest service toCen 
tre College was p«:rformed in 1873, 
when the institution lost about one- 
third of its endowment fund in the 
Falls City Tobacco Bank robbery at 
Louisville. The institution was so 
eripided that it was impesrilde to eon> 
tinne on the former basis without ad- 
ditional funds. Through the efforts 
of Dr. McKee.the sura of $130,000 was 
subscribed to the endowment,of which 
about $100,000 was paid in. Later a 
portion of the amount lost in the rob- 
bery was also recovered. 

In 1897 Dr. McKee retired from ac- 
tive educational woric, after having 
been connected with the college for a 
period of twenty-flve years. On his 
retirement he was elected Vice Presi- 
dent Emeritus, which title lie held at 
his death. 

Following his retirement from edu- 
cational work, Dr.McKee wasappoint- 
ed Evangelist at large by the Tran.syl- 
vania Presbytery, and had charge of 
churches at Ilarrodburg, Lebanon and 
Lancaster. lie resigned the last nam- 
ed charge only a few months ago. 

Dr. McKee was of Scotch Irish ex- 
traction, coming of an ancestry that 
has built up and contributed very 
largely to the Presbyterian church in 
America. His iuteiest in education 
was very de^ and throoi^ his assist- 
ance, man? young men, whooUierwIse 
would have been deprived of that ad- 
vantage, were enabled to complete a 
Bs^MeKaeandJadge 



Munt:er, nf ( thUi. were the t\)undersof 
the Beta Theta Pi fraternity in Cen- 
tre College, which was instituted in 
1848, and still continues. Dr. McKee's 
work was of the character tha^ en- 
dures, and will ccmtinae to grow and 
benefit others after his eartlily life is 
ended. 

Dr. McKee is survived by his wid- 
ow, who was .MissSprake: llev. Sani'l 
McKee. ol West Saieni, Wis.: liev. 
James L Mrivee. of Kansas City: Miss 
Leila McKee, President of 0-\ford,0., 
Female College and B. 6. McKee, Of 
Danville. 

The finieral was held from the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian cliiuch Saturday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock, the .services pre- 
sided over by Dr. Ramsey. He was 
a.ssisted by President W. C. Roberts. 
Dr. Goodloe, of North Vernon, Ind., 
Dr. Boat, of Versailles, and Dr. Hub- 
bard, of New York. 

At a meeting of the ollicers of tlie 
Presbyterian churcli in Lancaster to 
note the death of Dr J L McKee, at 
his home in Danville, Ky., it was

"Bxperiments extending over four 
years show that when-lambs are shorn 
early in the season— October— tliey 
make rapid gains for the next six or 
seven weeks, or until such time as the 
wool has reached a length of one or 
two inches, and at a slightly cheaper 
rate than unshorn lambs. Hut wliere 
tiie fattening period extends over a 
period of three or four months there 
appears to be no practical advantage 
whatever in fall shearing, the unsiiorn 
lambs nKiking as good gains in the 
long run us the shoru lambs. 

No one feature will add more to the 
value of a horse or team than the fact 
that they are free from the runaway 
habit. The only way to insure keep- 
ing tliem from this Is never to allow 
them to get started. Because a team 
runs away once is no reason that it is 
spoiled, but it indicates that the dri- 
ver has got to use sometliing more 
tiian the ordinary caution in handling 
them therearter. Let a team get 
away two or three times, and it means 
that a driver will be ;issuming consid- 
erable risk every time he takes the 
least liberty with them. There is no 
characteristic that a farm team can 
possess that will make them more val- 
uable than the fact they can be trust- 
ed and, on the other hand, there is 
nothing that will detract more from 
their practical value than to feel that 
ther are ready to run on the least 
pretext.
